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PREFACE. 



The following New and Methodical System of the 
German, French, and English Verbs, is with 
confidence offered to the Student as a means of faci- 
litating the acquirement of those Languages. 

By a due attention to the principles explained in 
these pages, a knowledge of the three Languages may 
be attained with ease in a very short time. 

It is universally admitted, that the only sure, and 
(at the same time) shortest method of acquiring per- 
fection in a language, is to study its verbs by the 
most strict and exact rules. 

I have added definitions, and drawn a parallel be- 
tween the German, French, and English Verbs, with 
a view of enabling the Student to compare them one 
with the other.

A reference to my Tables will show the great error 
committed by the German — French, and English Ger- 
man dictionary, of using the Perfect for the Imperfect 
Tense of all irregular Verbs. 

The first page is the most essential, and ought to 
be learned by heart. The second has reference to the 
Tables; a proper attention to which, will enable the 
Student, in one month, to conjugate the six thousand 
Verbs contained in each Language.
